Senate Unit Sets 
Hearings on Bill

WASHINGTON—The first order of 
business of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee at this session will be 
open hearings on the bill to increase 
the borrowing power of the Com- 
modity Credit Corp. by $2 billion 
from its present statutory limitation 
of $4.75 billion. 

Similar legislation has been in- 
troduced in the House and has been 
referred to the House Banking and 
Currency Committee, which has not 
announced any hearings on this meas- 
ure. 

The Senate hearings are expected 
to disclose the cooperative and pri- 
vate grain trade fight on the operat- 
ing policies of CCC, which, it is al- 
leged, threaten to invade the grain 
merchandising field in the USS. 
through its huge storage facilities. 
Private and cooperative trade rep- 
resentatives have conferred on this 
fight on CCC, but no formal policy is 
reported as agreed upon.

USDA Offers to Sell Surplus 
Grains for Non-ECA Exports

WASHINGTON—Acting under the 
instructions of Ralph S. Trigg, presi- 
dent of Commodity Credit Corp., this 
week the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture threw into the free market 
100 million bushels of corn, 20 mil- 
lion bushels of barley and 13.5 mil- 
lion bushels of oats. The effect of 
the announcement was immediately 
bearish on commodity markets, which 
registered sharp declines, although 
the announcement did not disclose 
any substantial change in the sales 

of CCC for surplus commodi- 
ties for export which it has already 
acquired under its price support op- 
erations. 

Immediately following the disclos- 
ure of this information responsible 
Production and Marketing Adminis- 
approved of the announcement said 
that it was not intended that CCC 


surplus commodities would be made 
competitive with free market supplies 
and that CCC did not intend to follow 
the market down. 

Mr. Trigg later stated that not- 
withstanding the announced sales pol- 
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by officials at the operating level. 

According to the announcement, 
CCC will make available until March 
1, 1950, the above-named quantities 
of commodities for nations which are 
not parties to Economic Cooperation 
Administration operations at the 
market price of the day of sale. After 
March 1, CCC plans to make monthly 
statements of the availability of sur- 
plus commodities for export and the 
price at which they shall be available 
for export to the non-ECA financed 
buyers.

COLORADO SPRINGS, COLO.— 
Development of the research pro- 
gram for alfalfa meal was the theme 
of the 8th annual convention of the 
American Dehydrators Assn. at Col- 
orado Springs Jan. 18-20. A broad 
research program for the industry 
was conceived by the dehydrators’ 
group in 1948, and it received its 
rea] start a year ago at the conven- 
tion in Galveston. The 1950 conven- 
tion program was built around the 
research theme and acceptance of its 
importance in aiding in the solution 
of production and marketing prob- 
lems was general. 

The ADA gave recognition to the 
feed manufacturing industry as iu 
principal customer in introducing 
Walter C. Berger, Chicago, president 
of the American Feed Manufacturers 
Assn. to the meeting. 

Mr. Berger praised the ADA for its 
farsightedness in establishing its re- 
search program. 


Points of Weakness 


Mr. Berger reported the results of 
a survey he had made among feed 
manufacturers who said 
that the alfalfa dehydrating industry 
was doing a good job but 
cited the following points of weak- 
ness which they feel need correction 
in the handling of this most perish- 
able ingredient they purchase: 

1. Instead of carotene guarantees 
at time of shipment, all guarantees 
should be on the basis of carotene on 
arrival. 

2. Greater efforts are needed to 
establish uniformity of texture and 
color in dehydrated alfalfa meal. 

3. State registration requirements 
mean that manufacturers establish 
their formulas in November and De- 
cember, when alfalfa meal normally 


lishment of a futures market for meal 
based on a 17% 100,000 A standard.

4. Present practice permits a pen- 
alty of 10¢ a thousand for deficit 
delivery of carotene guarantees, 
which is not severe enough. It is 
only about one fifth of what it should 
be. 


5. While larger mills with labora- 
tory facilities know what carotene 
they get, smaller plants do not, and 
their feeds may suffer as a result. 
They buy on faith in the shipper and 
in the alfalfa dehydrating industry. 
The industry should do everything 
possible to encourage proper delivery

Corn is a good example. Uncle Sam asks farmers of the commercial 
corn states to eliminate 11 million acres in 1950, as compared to what was 
planted in 1949. That is an area about one fifth the size of Minnesota 

The commercial corn area

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Formula Buying 
Hand-to-Mouth 


in Southwest 


Hand-to-mouth formula feed buy- 
ing was the rule in the Southwest 
this week. Demand for feed was slow 
to fair, and spotty. At certain times 
there was a fair run of sales, then 
the market would lapse into dullness 
It is apparent that dealers are buying 
in smaller quantities and perhaps 
more frequently. 

The main obstacles which prevent 
a normal expansion in demand are 
sluggish egg prices in relation to 
feed costs, the fear of another Feb- 
ruary commodity price slump and the 
lack of any severe weather in the 
Southwest thus far this winter 

The demand for poultry feed was 
fair to good. Some mills reported 





The index of wholesale feed- 
stuffs prices for the country as 
a whole, compiled by the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration, stood at 207.6 as of 
dan. 17, down 3 points for the 
week. The feed grain index was 
184.1, down 1 point.

Formula feed buying is very limited 
in the Northwest, reflecting a general 
uncertainty about the future course 
of prices.

to the association for its encourage- 
ment of contributions to the feed in- 
dustry motion picture fund and said 
that alfalfa meal is mentioned as a 
vital feed ingredient in this educa- 
tional film. 


Work With Manufacturer 

Mr. Berger said it is better for the 
dehydrators to work with the for- 
mula feed manufacturer than to di- 
rect their publicity and advertising 
directly to the feeder. In the long 
run, he said, that will mean better 
consumption of dehydrated alfalfa 
meal. He cited instances where pro- 
motion efforts directed toward the 
feeder had resulted in retarding the 
use of that product by the feed 
mixer. 

In 1949, formula feed production 
amounted to about 30 million tons, 
Mr. Berger said. Prospects for 1950 
are about equal to last year. Feed- 
ing rations probably will be narrower 
this year but still favorable enough 
for efficient producers to make 
money, the AFMA president predict- 
ed. Some of the inefficient producers 
may be squeezed out, he added. ir. 
Berger cited the following trends: 
6% more laying hens, 10% bigger 
fall pig crop, 7-8% bigger spring pig 
crop, as many turkeys as in 1949 or 
possibly slightly more and broiler 
numbers for the year averaging as 
many as in 1949. 

Research Report 

Dr. W. Dayton Maclay of the 
Western Region Research Laboratory, 
Albany, Cal. who has directed al- 
falfa meal research at that station, 
reported on the work of the past 
year. He presented charts to show 
that the vitamin B,, factor in alfalfa 
meal is about 10 parts per million 
Work is continuing on identification 
of other nutritionally significant fac- 
tors in alfalfa meal, he said. 

Alfalfa protein is being analyzed 
for nutritional values, and so far 
all essential amino acids are found 
to be present in substantial amounts, 
Dr. Maclay said. Discussing investi- 
gation of growth inhibiting factors, 
Dr. Maclay said there is no evidence 
that 5% of dehydrated alfalfa meal 
exerts any depressing effect on 
growth, and there is not very much 
evidence that 10% does. Only at 
higher percentages, not normally 
used, is there significant evidence of 
this result. He pointed out that many 
materials that are stimulants at low 
levels are harmful in large amounts. 
He pointed to cyanide and other ex- 
amples. Also, many standard ingre- 
dients such as soybean oil meal and 
cottonseed oil meal have inhibiting 
factors which can be eliminated. As 
soon as the growth inhibiting factors 
are isolated and identified, they can 
probably be corrected, he said. 

Another point brought out in Dr. 
Maclay’s talk was the fact that, of 
60 anti-oxidants tested, about 10 
showed enough promise to warrant 
further study. About % of 1% is 
the amount of anti-oxidant that gives 
maximum results. About 20% of the 
carotene of alfalfa is lost in dehy- 
drating, he reported. 

1950 Program 

Discussing the ADA 1950 program, 
L. J. Schiller of Hayward, Inc., Oak 
Harbor, Ohio, association vice presi- 
dent, outlined five points: Regional

Small Co., Kansas City, and chairman 
of the ADA research committee, re- 
potted that of the 143 active mem- 
bers of the ADA at the beginning of 
last year 98 had pledged support to 
the research project. A total of more 
than $38,000 had been collected, and 
another $5,000 is due. Mr. Faris, 
whose report was read by Lioyd 
Larson, Chicago, secretary-treasurer 
of the association, traced the 2,000- 
year history of alfalfa and related it 
to the recent great strides in knowl- 
edge of its uses. Research has played 
a big part particularly in the recent 
growth of the industry, he said. 

Mr. Faris explained that the proj- 
ect is set up around (1) the Alfalfa 
Research Council, comprised of 12 
leading research and experiment sta- 
tion men who guide the work and 
recommend what should be done; (2) 
a research committee that acts on 
the recommendations of the council; 
(3) an executive committee of the 
ADA that gives final approval or dis- 
approval and allots finds. Definite 
projects now are being carried out 
at several agricultural schools and 
research stations on such subjects as 
swine feeding, carotene stabilization,

Road to World Peace,” pointed out

“Lack of liquidity and interchange- | 


ability of currencies, together with 
government restrictions such as im 
port and export permits, quotas and 
tariffs, are causing almost insur 
mountable obstacles to commerce 
among nations,” Dr. Hendel stated 

Dr. Hendel paid tribute to General 
Marshall for his foresight in aiding 
Europe to increase production. “The 
first phase of the Marshall Plan is 
drawing to a close,” he stated. He 
pointed out that production in Europe 
has reached prewar levels, and has 
surpassed them in some cases. We 
are now faced with the second phase 
of the Marshal! Plan, and ways must 
be found to stimulate trade so that 
European goods will find a market 
In his opinion, “If we are to avoid 
another world catastrophe,” the U.S 
must by action and example, as well 
as by words, encourage a freer world 
trade. 

“Whether we like it or not,” Dr 
Hendel declared, “world leadership 
has been thrown upon us. We must be 
realistic and point the way. Advocat 
ing one thing and practicing the op- 
posite irritates the situation.” 

He gave three points of positive ap- 
proach: (1) Foreign exchange must 
be made freely convertible. (2) Ali 
governments must relinquish state 
trading and remove artificial bar- 
riers. And (3) Business must accept 
the challenge of free enterprise

USDA ASKS INDUSTRY FOR 
LOAN GRAIN STORAGE OFFERS 


Commercial Warehousemen Now Holding Grain Asked 
to Report Availability of Space—Trade Warned That 
CCC May Have to Expand Facilities 


WASHINGTON — Forecasting it 
will take over small grain loans from 
the 1949 crop of upwards of 450 mil- 
lion bushels, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture this week asked that pri- 
vate and cooperative grain storage 
men submit offers of storage space 
for the coming year under provisions 
of the Uniform Storage Agreement 
to house deliveries of loan grain. 
which will be turned over to the 

Corp. in May 


Ralph S. Trigg, president of CCC 
in making the request for offers of 
space, said that it is necessary for 
the government to know how large a 
part of the loan grain can be held in 
existing facilities. If it appears that 
the private and cooperative facilities 
cannot handle the problem the gov- 
ernment wili be forced to expand its 
facilities, he said. 

Firm Offers Requested 

The Commodity Credit Corp. state 
ment requests that firm offers of 
storage be submited to CCC not later 
than Feb. 15 for acceptance by CCC 
not later than Feb. 15 for acceptance 
by CCC not later than April 30, of 
the amount of space which will be 
held available for government stor 
age. It is also asked that the com- 
mercial warehousemen now holding 
loan grain im their houses report th 
availability of this space for further 
holding of loan grain which may be 
taken over by CCC at the expiration 
of the loan period April 30 

In notifying the trade of the re- 
quest for offers, Elmer F. Kruse, gen 
eral manager of CCC and assistant 
administrator of the Production and 
Marketing Administration, has asked 
the warehousemen to submit firm of- 
fers of space for the coming crop year 
directly to him 

Hous‘ng Preblem Forecast 

The call for offers of space for 
government grain taken over under 
the loan came from Ralph S. Trigg 
who forecast that the government 
faces the problem of housing more 
than 450 million bushels of wheat 
and other smal] grains. Corn is not 
included in the present situation 

Mr. Trigg warned the trade and 
cooperatives that if sufficient storage 
is not made available that it will 
be necessary for CCC to expand its 
present facilities. At the present time 
according to Mr. Trigg, the CCC has 
unoccupied temporary bin storage 
space amounting to 40 million bush 


els which can be used for storage of 
the grain which will be turned over 
to it at the termination of the loan 
programs for the 1949 crops 

In asking offers of storage space, 
Mr. Trigg asks that consideration be 
given to the storage problem which 
will arise over the new crops of 1950 
grains. 

Offers of storage space to CCC will 
be accepted under provisions of the 
uniform storage agreement which 
will be negotiated between now and 
the time of acceptance of offers from 
the trade. This puts a squeeze on 
the trade since it is in the position 
of either offering storage or being 
excluded from participation in the 
government program and possibly 
faced with erection of government 
storage within its area of operation 
if space is not offered to the CCC 


ECA Authorizes 
Barley Purchase 
by Austria 


WASHINGTON Approximately 
$1% million worth of feed grade 
barley is expected to be made avail 
able for private trade procurement 
for Austria, trade sources disclosed 
here this week. This report was con- 
firmed at Economic Cooperation Ad- 
ministration headquarters, but these 
officials refused to confirm the exact 
amount of money which would be 
earmarked for this purchase 

Other substantial ECA authoriza- 
tions for U.S. grains included a more 
than $12 million authorization for 
procurement of wheat in the U.S. for 
Holland and a $3,594,000 authoriza- 
tion for grain sorghums for Germany

Effective February 1, 1950, a new and more accurate 
method of measuring the units of Vitamin A in fish liver 
oil is being used by all vitamin suppliers. Federal and 
certain state enforcement officials have indicated that 
they will use the new method. The details of this new 
method of testing will be published in the February, 
1950, issue of the Journal of the A.O.A.C. This new 
method is the result of several years of productive re- 
search work to find a more accurate measure of Vitamin 
A without the use of the biological method whigh is 
time consuming, costly and lacks precise repetition of 
test results. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE NEW METHOD 


Buyers will now have a more powerful tool to evalu- 
ate correctly the Vitamin A potency of fish liver oils 
offered them, based on a closer estimation of biological 
response, a situation which has not readily been possible 
heretofore, because there was no suitable method of 
quick accurate assay. 

Feed manufacturers should have greater assurance 
that the Vitamin A added to their feeds will have more 
uniform biological activity. The old method commonly 
used measured Vitamin A potency plus some other fac- 
tors which unfortunately did not have Vitamin A activity 


IMPORTANT DIFFERENCES IN OLD 
AND NEW METHODS 


According to the information now available, assays 
using the new method show that on the average the 
units of Vitamin A are about 25% less than by the old 
method. Actually, the difference on each particular lot 
of Vitamin A may vary widely, generally within a range 
of from 5 to 40% lower by the new method than by the 
old. These wide variations are, of course, due to differ- 
ences in fish species, quality of fish liver oil, area from 
which the Vitamin A raw materials have been obtained, 
fishing season, and many other possible reasons. No one 
can predict with accuracy what lower percentage a par- 
ticular lot of oil will show according to the new method 
as compared with the old. 


WHAT CAN MANUFACTURERS DO 
ABOUT THIS CHANGE? 


Because the reduction in Vitamin A values as shown 
by this new method is by no means a fixed amount on 
individual lots of oil, some of the leading producers of 
high quality feeds have decided that for the time being 
at least, they will add to their feeds the same number of 
Vitamin A units as before but as determined by the new, 
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rather than the old method. They do not feel they should 
gamble on the Vitamin A content of their feeds under 
these circumstances. Also, recent inquiry shows that the 
National Research Council does not contemplate any 
immediate change in the recommended allowances of 
Vitamin A in feeds for poultry and animals

large amounts of dehydrated alfalfa 
on the growth of chicks can be coun- 
teracted largely by the inclusion of 
cholesterol. 


Although it cannot be stated with- 
out qualification, they say, it is be- 
lieved that saponins are responsible 
for the growth inhibiting properties 
of alfalfa meal. Saponins are present 
in many plants. Some are toxic and 
react with sterols to form compounds 
which have lost a property peculiar 
to saponins—the ability to dissolve 
red blood sells, experts say 

D. W. Peterson, research assistant 
in the division of poultry husbandry 
at the experiment station, stated that 
most of the inhibitory effect on 
growth of chicks can be removed by 
exhaustive extraction of the alfalfa 
meal with hot water. Residue thus 
produced has little growth depressing 
action as contrasted with the water 
extract which produces marked in- 
hibition of growth, he said 

To test the possibility that a sterol 
might counteract the growth de- 
pressing agent, cholesterol, a sterol 
from animal sources, was added to 
the experimental rations containing 
alfalfa. Results indicated that choles- 
terol, a type of crystalline alcohol 
counteracted the growth depressing 
action of alfalfa meal, Mr. Peterson 
said. 

He said that, while it is not feas- 
ible to feed cholesterol in a practical 
ration, the information obtained from 
the feeding tests will be of assistance 
in finding a practical! solution to the

LOSS OF FRANCE AS 
WHEAT OUTLET SEEN 


WASHINGTON — The appearance 
of France as an exporter under the 
International Wheat Agreement ap- 
pears to have written off that nation 
as a further demand factor on U.S 
wheat supplies for the current crop 
year 

This was the conclusion reached by 
Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tion officials when the Internationa! 
Wheat Council issued a report dis- 
closing that France had sold about 
one third of its approximate 3.3 mil- 
lion bushels of guaranteed exports 
to Holland. The decision of the 
French government was taken with- 
out consultation with ECA officials, 
who believed that a more cautious 
approach to the export field was in- 
dicated for the French government. 

ECA officials declared that the 
French action was taken at the 
urgence of French producers who 
were finding difficulty in locating 
storage for their grain. The result of 
threshings of the French crop pro- 
duced sensational yields, ECA offi- 
cials said. However, they believe that 
the French government should have 
delayed any export commitments un- 
til the results of deliveries of wheat 
for November and December had 


been known.

85% of Farm Land 
in U.S. Owned 
by Individuals 


WASHINGTON-—Farm land in the 
US. is predominantly owned by pri- 
vate individuals but a national objec- 
tive of more owner-operated, family 
farms has been only partially reached, 
according to a new research report 
by the US. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Some 85% of the nation's 1.1 bil- 
lion acres of land in farms is owned 
by individuals, 6% by corporations, 
6% by the public (federal, state and 
other units of government) and 3% 
in Indian lands. 

The report is from studies by land 
economists of the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. The 77-page report 
is called “Farm Land Ownership in 
the U.S.” and is concerned chiefly 
with the 975 million acres of farm 
land held by individuals. 

Forty-one per cent of the acreage 
owned by individuals is in holdings 
of 1,000 acres and up. And 28% is 
in holdings of 2,500 acres and over 
It must be remembered, however 
that these holdings cover the country 
as a whole, including the West, where 
cattle ranches commonly cover more 
than 1,000 acres 

In the South, 46% of the acreage 
is in holdings of 1,000 acres and up 
with 33% in holdings of 2,500 acres 
and over 

Most Holdings Smaller 

From the standpoint of percentage 
of owners the picture is different 
The large individual holdings are held 
by a small percentage of the owners 
Only 3% of the farm owners have 
holdings as large as 1,000 acres. The 
same 3% own 41% of the farm land 
held by individuals. Holdings of 999 
acres and smaller are held by 97% 
of the farm owners 

About one fourth of the U.S. own 
ers have from 70 to 139 acres. Nearly 
a fifth have 30 to 69 acres and an- 
other fifth have less than 30 acres 
each, taking the country as a whole 

Nearly 80% of the farm land held 
by individuals in the U.S. is owned 
by farmers and retired farmers, 14% 
by business and professional people 
2% by housewives and 5% by clerical 
people and laborers. The 
these holdings by occupations in 1948 
averaged $11,308 for active farmers

These are your fixed costs, such as 
rent, mortgage interest, property 
taxes, depreciation, most of your in- 
surance expense and interest on long- 
term indebtedness. Such costs re- 
main the same regardless of sales 
volume. For this reason, if your fixed 
costs are high, your only hope is to 
promote sales aggressively. You can 


| increase sales and your fixed costs 


won't increase. Hence, your profits 
increase. Your other costs, such as

Be a good salesman. For 


several 


| years, businessmen did little selling 
| Customers bought, and many busi- 


nessmen did comparatively little to 
promote sales. With competition 
keener you must spend more money 





for advertising, for lighting, display 
and other selling effort. Maybe you'll 
have to employ more salesmen to go 
out after business because it isn't 
coming in the way it did once upon 
a time 

But, you may say, “You've been 
telling us how to cut costs and now 
you suggest that we increase costs 
by spending more for sales promo- 
tion.” 

Strange to say, when you spend 
more for business promotion in a 
buyer's market, you cut costs be- 
cause, to keep your business running, 
you have a certain normal expense 
and you can't reduce your costs be- 
low this figure and maintain any 
semblance of service to customers 
By increasing your promotional costs, 
you bring in more business and re- 
duce the ratio of over-all cost to 
sales, increasing profits 

Modernize your equipment. You 
can cut your costs this way. Old 
equipment costs more to operate 
than new equipment. New equipment 
also does a better job and gets you

Controlling the flow of bulk ma- 
terials is the daily function of these 
little air-lock feeders. 

Under bins, in conveyors, cyclone 
collectors, etc., these dependable 
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more customers and more volume 
and that reduces your cost ratio to 
sales. Hence, modern equipment is a 
cost-reducer, whether in a showroom 
or feed processing plant. The cost 
of the equipment is not included in 
operating expense because it is an 
asset. However, the depreciation on 
the equipment is an expense 

Many dealers get their new equip- 
ment without cost to them because 
they buy on time and pay the in 
stallments out of the additional 
profits they earn from the moderniza 
tion. This is a good idea. The equip 
ment costs you only the down pay- 
ment and even this comes back within 
a short time 

Include a salary for your own serv- 
joes in your costs. But do not charge 
operating expenses with more money 
than your services are worth just 
because you own the business. This 
distorts cost analysis. Charge up «a 
reasonable salary for your services 
If you want to draw more money 
charge it to your personal account, 
which is transferred to net worth or 
surplus at the end of the year and 
not to profit and loss 

In some instances, you may have 
to cut your own salary in order to 
effect the necessary cost control in 
a buyer's market. Businessmen who 
drew inflated salaries. because busi 
ness was on a high level must cut 
their own compensation with a de- 
crease in business. If your business 
makes less profit, you'll have to take 
a smaller salary as its manager. 

Better management will reduce 
costs. One must be watchful to pre 
vent losses, -specially the amall*ones 
that go unnoticed unless checked 
carefully. Supplies used in the office 
showroom and plant should be ac 
counted for in detail. Waste and 
damage to stock and equipment 
should be minimized. Impress em 
ployees with the necessity for keeping 
down costs. Some managements give 
their employees a share in the cost 
reduction as an incentive for them 
to be alert to economize. See that 
the premises are kept clean. Ill-kept 
establishments are costly in more 
ways than one. Keep mechanical! 
equipment in good repair. Periodica! 
inspections reduce the cost of re 
pairs. 

Cost control is a managerial job 
as well as an accounting chore. The 
best books in the world won't cut 
your costs. They merely record the 
figures accurately. From that point 
on, you must study the figures and 
by competent analysis decide what 
to do to keep your costs in line with 
the net profit you want to earn

‘““Slowdowns”’ Are Costly 


By John Downey 


OST of the nation’s employers 

are familiar with the slow- 

down strikes of some years 
ago. In such strikes the employees 
purposely do their regular work at 
a very slow pace, slower than norma! 
The result is that sometimes one 
third or one fourth of the normal 
day's production is turned out. 

Mr. Feed Dealer, one of the rea- 
sons why your overhead costs are 
heavy may be that the slowdown 
process is working in your feed estab- 
lishment. If so, why not check to see 
if you can find the cause? 

I do not mean to say that your em- 
ployees are purposely slowing their 
work. What I do mean to say is that 
the slowdown process may have 
crept into the management end of 
your feed business, and that this is 
the trouble. 

Let us take a look at the matter 
this way. Suppose there is no definite 
checkup poliey on your delivery truck, 
no specific time when the mainte- 
nance processes are checked. The re- 
sult is that you'll have undue wear on 
the truck and sooner or later you'll 
pay the penalty in larger repair costs. 
Furthermore, the truck may break 
down just when you need it most, 
and then you have a slowdown of 
service. 

The same thing can apply to your 
feed mill machinery. If this is not 
maintained in good condition regular- 
ly, it may result in costly breakdowns 
with greater total repair cost than a 
regular maintenance service. Also, if 
you do not replace old and obsolete 





machinery with new, more efficient 
machinery, your machine operation 
costs will be higher than those for | 
the fellow with a modern, efficient | 
plant. You'll pay the penalty in small- | 


er profits because you must absorb 
the increased costs, and you usually 
cannot charge more than your com- 
petitor to offset the larger expense. 

Lack of a day-by-day, week-by- 
week merchandising plan results in 
a slowdown. If the feed dealer takes 
every day as it comes, without having 
a schedule to follow, he most certain- 
ly is going to experience a slowdown 
in sales and profit. 

When idle moments come in a feed 
mill or store, every moment that 
your employees and you sit around 
certainly is costly to you. The inevit- 
able slowdown in production results 
A few moments of rest and relaxa- 
tion are all right, too, now and then, 
but not too much. And if you check 
on those idle moments in your work 
day, you'll find that there are many 
of them over the period of weeks. 

However, when every employee has 
a schedule of jobs to be done, the 
employee himself can organize his 
idle time so as to handle the jobs 
when the opportunity presents itself 
If the employee sees the employer 
follow the policy of drifting along, 
with no specific plan, he, too, will 
fall into this bad habit. In other 
words, both the employer and the 
employee can contribute to a slow- 
down of production which can hurt 
the feed firm's chances of making a 
satisfactory profit. 


Follow a Schedule 


The best way to prevent such slow- 
downs is to have a planned schedule 
of specific goals which you want ac- 
complished each day, week or month. 
Such schedules are a challenge to 
both dealer and his employees. They 
call forth extra effort without a lot of 
prodding. And those retailers who use

such plans say that they establish 
wonderful work habits within a very 
short time. 

It is true that with such plans and 
schedules you won't always be able 
to achieve every day's goals in their 
entirety. However, you can always 
advance the daily goals until they are 
handled. In this way those daily goals 
are not by-passed and forgotten 

Slowdowns can also come when 
merchandise is not displayed properly 
or if merchandise is dusty and dirty 
Sales are most certainly slowed down 
when the dealer does not take full 
advantage of the display needed to 
get maximum sales of the merchan- 
dise in stock. I have visited numer 
ous new stores in the past few years 
and have observed in many of them 
that merchandise and counters could 
benefit from more frequent cleaning 
Not only that but in many of these 
stores I saw clerks standing around 
just wasting time. They could just 
as easily have taken a few of those 
idle moments to clean the merchan- 
ise and arrange displays in a more 
attractive manner. 

Another type of business slowdown 
comes when a merchant cuts down 
on a carefully worked out advertis- 
ing campaign. The slowdown comes 
because all prospects in the area are 
not kept fully aware of the various 
products and services which the deal- 
er has to offer. Many merchants in 
the flush of good business think they 
do not need as much advertising as 
formerly to maintain a high volume 
This is a mistake. A slowdown in 
business can very easily come when 
an advertising budget is unwisely 
slashed. 

It has often been said that when 
a merchant becomes prosperous he 
also becomes lax. The tendency is to 
let down on service, cut down on ef- 
fort and sit back and take it easy 
What's the result? You know as well 
as I—a slowdown 

This is the time when a merchant 
must put forth renewed efforts to 
keep sales at a high level and costs 
low so that a satisfactory margin of 
profit can be maintained 

It is also very dangerous to permit 
a slowdown in collection efforts, for 
this can have a very serious effect 
When the slowdown in collection ef- 
fort comes, monthly bills are not sent 
out on the same dates. The delinquent 
begins to think that the firm has for- 
gotten about collecting and that he

can let the bill slide another month. 

If the feed dealer does not take 
action on old accounts through a per- 
sonal call or a telephone conversation, 
the delinquent is going to take still 
more leeway about paying an old bill 
And it becomes more difficult for him 
to pay that old bill on his own initia- 
tive as the days go on. Finally, legal 
action or the suggestion of it is the 
only method that can be used to get 
the money. 

Slowdown processes, Mr. Feed 
Dealer, can often creep into your 
business unaware unless you have a 
checklist and a watchful eye. They 
are like termites which like to bore 
and bore and leave the outer struc- 
ture seemingly intact until the mo- 
ment of collapse.

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Grain Purchase 
Funds Transferred 
from Army to ECA 


WASHINGTON — Recently some 
$175 million was transferred from 
Government and Relief in Occu- 
pied Areas (GARIOA) to the Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration 
Announced at the same time was an 
ECA procurement authorization of 
$17 871,000 for U.S. wheat and $750,- 
000 for U.S. rye—both of which com- 
modities are to be supplied from Com- 
modity Credit Corp. sources 

The shift of GARIOA funds from 
the army to ECA was contemplated 
by Congress when it passed the ECA 
Appropriations Act last year, but it 
was. contingent upon the establish- 
ment of a federal government in 
western Germany. Prior to the trans- 
fer of these funds the army had 
shipped into Germany substantial 
amounts of wheat in order that it 
would not be required to adhere to 
the 12% % flour mandate if the funds 
were disbursed by ECA 

The unexpended funds from the 
GARIOA account amount to approxi- 
mately $175 million, but only $100 
million has been released to ECA 
pending an adjudication of army ac- 
counts by the general accounting of- 
fice. ECA stated when the transfer 
was made last week that the money 
would be available for cereal and 
feed grains, oilseed materials and 
ocean freight. 

Since this money has now been offi- 
cially allocated to ECA, it may be ex- 
pected that a substantial allocation 
of funds for soybeans will be an- 
nounced. 

In addition to reporting the sub- 
stantial disbursement of ECA funds 
for wheat, the reconstruction agency 
announced that $4,827,000 would be 
available for wheat procurement for 
Austria and that an additional] $508,- 
000 would be available for flour for 
Austria. Both the flour and wheat 
for Austria will be procured by CCC 
for shipment not later than March 31 

A marked change has taken place 
in foreign procurement in regard to 
the use of ECA funds. Procurement 
of commodities is now in a fluid state 
The authorization of $750,000 for rye 
for Germany is typical, as was the 
recent large authorization of lard 
for Germany.

ROFITABLE capacity should 
Pp the aim of every processor 
of feeds. Those charged with | 
the supervision of production should | 
have a comprehensive understanding | 
of the fundamentals of operation 
Understanding plant capacity and 
how it effects profits is very impor- | 
tant. Yet, few processors know the | 
total or most profitable capacities of 


their plants. If they “guesstimate,” 
it is only in terms of total capacity 
not realizing that total capacity is 
hardly attainable, and, if realized, 
may be less profitable than a capacity 
below par. The experience of indus-

——& point at which machines are 
running normally, busy most of the 
time, operating at minimum cost and 
maximum profit. 

A plant operating at peak capacity 
is likely to experience a high per- 
centage of defective production and 
other troubles caused by the all-out 
strain on manpower, management and 
machines. Practical capacity, at which 
production is more profitable, differs 
with the industry and the plant. Our 
field studies in this industry indi- 
cate that practical capacity varies 
between 80 and 95% of total capac- 
ity, depending upon conditions. With- 
in this range, each plant must de- 
termine its own practical or most 
profitable capacity. In general, we 
would say that if a feed processor 
averages 85% of total capacity, his

Use Oapacity Chart 

The accompanying example of a 
capacity chart shows how to deter- 
mine your most profitable capacity 
The figures are compiled monthly 
In the first column, management 
places the total possible hours each | 
machine would have worked in Jan- 
uary, in this case 160 hours. Say there 
are seven producing machines, and 
so they could have operated 1,120 
hours in January. But the records 
show that they produced only 672 
hours, or 60% of peak capacity. That 
is too low, apparently, because the 
net profit is only 1%. The percent- 
age of fixed charges to sales is 12%, 
which is high. When fixed charges 
approach 10% of sales, management 
may be in the danger zone and should 
check capacity. 

When output is below the profit- 
able percentage for a given plant, 
the fixed charges will be high. A 
heavy burden on fixed expense is a 
bugbear at all times. Variable ex- 
pense can be slashed with direct 
cuts but fixed expense must be re- 
duced by bringing the plant up to 
profitable capacity. And the methodi- 
cal method for keeping track of this 
important operating factor is to keep 
a capacity chart, whether on one 
machine or many rnachines. 

The variable expense listed on the 
accompanying chart, 18%, isn't high 
in ratio to other figures. Although 
management should always keep a 
close check on variable expense, seek- 
ing economies, it isn't likely to in- 
crease the net profit a great deal 
from this source. If analysis shows 
that the margin should noramily net 
a profit, and labor and materials 
costs are not out of line. If analysis 
shows that the margin is too low, it 
indicates unprofitable productivity in- 
stead of unprofitable capacity. The 
men and materials are not turning 
out efficient production. There is too 
much time lost, poor coordination 
between operations, too much waste 
in materials, etc. If prime cost, or 
the cost of direct labor and mate- 
rials, is too high, increasing capacity 
is likely to increase the loss. Man- 
agement that is always thinking in 
terms of capacity often loses out 
here because it does not go right to 
the source of the trouble and apply 
correctives to increase the margin, 
or, to put it another way, to decrease 
the prime cost 

On the other hand, assuming that 
the margin is adequate on the en- 
closed chart, an analysis of January 
figures would indicate that profits are 
low because fixed charges are too 
high, and fixed charges are high be- 
cause management is getting only 
60% of capacity, not enough to be 
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palatable powder

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All plants differ more or less so do not be influenced by the capacitics of 
other plants. Compile your own experience figures month by month on a cap- 
acity chart, and over a period you will have a backlog of check-figures that 
will be dependable guides to your most profitable output. Use abbreviations, 
if you wish, to head columns.

profitable. By increasing present cap- 
acity, it will have automatically re- 
duced the ratio of fixed expense and 
increased the net profit. Our field 
studies disclose that, in most cases 
where fixed charges are high, plants 
are operating at unprofitable capac- 
ity 

The sales figures on this capacity 
chart, the fixed and variable ratios, 
margin and net profit are taken from 
the monthly profit and loss state- 
ment. The processor should analyze 
this statement monthly to determine 
why profits are high or low, what 
percentage of capacity is most profit- 
able and whether he is getting value 
received for every dollar spent. Too 
many businessmen anaiyze their 
statements only when profits are off- 
center. When profits are satisfactory, 
they praise God and pass up this 
chore. It is just as essential to ana- 
lyze the profit and loss statement 
when profits are high as when profits 
are low, for, in both cases, one will 
get valuable experience data for 
guidance in future operation 

The capacity chart can be useful 
in the preparation of the monthly 
budget, which is another important 
operating tool. Gear budgetary esti- 
mates to the most profitable capacity

Of course, all business 
planning is an estimate to some ex- 
tent, but the difference between a 
“guesstimate” and planned operation 
is that the former is made without 
due appraisal of the essential facts, 
whereas the latter is a conclusion 
reached after a careful analysis of 
conditions 

Compiling a capacity chart is of 
little use unless you follow through 
with aggressive action and apply the 
necessary correctives. Plant condi- 
tions are so variable that we cannot 


| profits to capacity

capacity. You must

the results on the’ capacity chart. 

Some time ago we made a survey 
which showed definitely that capac- 
ity and profit are correlated. Follow 
these averages taken from our sur- 
vey work sheets

This survey showed that plants 
with 90% capacity averaged only 8% 


more net profit than plants with 80% 
capacity, and plants with 95% cap- 
acity earned less than plants with 
80% capacity. It also showed that 
60% capacity showed negligible 
profit, that profits increased with 
capacity up to 90%, then tapered off 
Insofar as percentages are concerned, 
these figures may not apply to any 
one plant in the feed industry or to 
the industry as a whole, but one 
thing does apply and that is that 
peak capacity is not always the moat 
profitable capacity, that profits vary 
but not in the same

Even those processors who ana- 
lyze their profit and loss statements 
and cost records every month will 
not get all the answers unless they 
also keep a capacity chart and use 
it when appraising results. Business- 
men in all fields are beset by many 
problems. The best way out is to 
chart your course and then do your 
best to make port safely. The capac- 
ity chart is one dependable compass

to learn what the difficulty is. 

When attempting to determine 
why certain individuals are noncus- 
tomers, the dealer should bear in 
mind that many people trade with a 
given store simply out of habit. Thus, 
it is quite possible that customers 
who do not trade with a certain 
dealer may trade with another one 
simply because they have always 
done so—-even though the first dealer 
may actually offer better service, 
better prices and a better selection 
of merchandise. 

This brings up the point that a 
feed dealer is not going to make non- 
customers into customers unless he 
goes after their business. And this, 
of course, must be done by means of 
advertising, promotion and salesman- 
ship. 

Once again, such promotional ef- 
forts should be conducted in terms of 
why certain individuals are currently 
not customers. Utilizing the delivery 
service example again—if certain 
customers do not trade with a dealer 
because of his inferior delivery serv- 
ice, he will not necessarily gain the 
trade of these noncustomers just by 
improving that service. If he wants 
their business, he must let them 
know that he has improved his de- 
livery service—has improved it so 
much that it can now serve their 
needs better than any other feed de- 
livery service in the region 

The dealer must let these non- 
customers know why he can serve 
them best—from their own point of 
view. One means of doing this is by 
direct mail. If time permits, it would 
be a good idea for the dealer to 
write his noncustomers a personal 
letter, explaining why he is in a po- 
sition to serve them well. If time 
does not permit, a mimeographed or 
printed form letter might well be 
sent to these noncustomers. Such let- 
ters should always be written in a 
friendly style, telling the customer 
how he can benefit by the feed deal- 
er'’s services. 

Personal calls on these noncusto- 
mers can also help gain their busi- 
ness. A personal call indicates to the 
possible customer that the dealer is 
really interested in him—is anxious 
to gain his trade. Moreover, when 
making a personal call, the dealer 
has a face-to-face chance to ex- 
plain why he can render the best 
service. He can do an on-the-spot 
selling job. 
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When You Modernize 


Your Feed Store 
. 


By Mex Anson 


ODERNIZATION programs 
M have taken place in recent 

years in just about all retail 
fields, including the feed industry 
So one has the opportunity to study 
the major points which seem to be 
incorporated in such programs 

The feed dealer who wishes to mod- 
ernize now has the benefit of all the 
experiments which have been tried in 
various stores. 

For your consideration, Mr. Dealer, 
here are the points in which the mod- 
ern store differs from the old-time 
prewar store: 

Visual fronts and angle fronts in 
some instances; better lighting, in- 
cluding fluorescent and cathode types; 
wider aisles; lower, streamlined dis- 
play units for floor areas; elimina- 
tion of high wall shelves; building 
displays to permit access to all dis- 
play units, especially streamlined 
wall acreas; providing opportunity 
for self-service on some items and 
posting signs encouraging such shop- 
ping; moving wrapping counter up 
closer to the center of the store; more 
loading space in cases of feed stores; 
better parking facilities for custom- 
ers and advertising of same 

These are not the good points 
which are contained in various mod- 
ernization programs, but they take 
in many of them. 

Visual Front 

The visual front is steadily making 
more progress in the feed field. I 
notice that many feed stores and 
hatcheries are swinging over to such 
fronts in their modernization pro- 
grams. In a few instances, retailers 
use the angle, visual front. This an- 
gle means that the front is not pa- 


rallel with the street and the glass | 


is angled in so that no street reflec- 
tions are seen in the glass. 

One criticism of the parallel visual 
front is that at some time of the day 
there are so many reflections in the 
glass that folks cannot look into the 
store from the street. This is a fea- 
ture to look into if you are planning 
to modernize. 

The visual front, Mr. Dealer, does 
away with the old-fashioned type of 
window display, which has a back- 
ground separating it from the rest 
of the store. However, many new 
visual fronts permit display tables 
to be moved up within a few inches 
of the glass. 

When this is done, the forward dis- 
play really takes the place of the 
former type of window display, so 
nothing is lost in this respect. In 
addition, the customer can look at 
the front area display and see to the 
rear of the store, which is a decided 
advantage. 

Better lighting is a must in all 
modernization programs. Fluorescent 





done to store interiors, he really sees 
what wonderful improvements have 
been made. 

In the first place, we have already 
mentioned better lighting. Secondly, 
let us mention wider aisles. Most 
store aisles now are four feet and 
more wide. They encourage the traffic 
flow and never give the congested, 
blocked feeling some customers ex- 
perienced in old type stores 

Next, most display units have been 
cut down considerably in height. The

doubling back on itself. The traffic 
stream in the modern store is a gold- 
laden current. Keep it moving into 
your store easily and conveniently 
and encourage it to keep flowing in 
and about as many displays as you 
can. Make that traffic stream feel 
that there is no part of the store 
too dark or too uninteresting to visit. 

Numerous people who come to a 
feed store regularly know what they 
want to buy. If they can spot it on 
a table, pick it up and bring it to 
a convenient self-serve counter, it 
will save time for the customer as 
well as the clerk. It will also speed 
up sales. 

Let those who want to self-serve 
do so, whenever possible. A sign will 
usually inform folks of this privilege. 
But those who wish to be waited on 
should be given that privilege. The 
modern store can accommodate both 
types of customers without conflict 

Finally, before you modernize, visit 
a few of the newer type feed stores. 
Talk to the owners. Get their opin- 
ions of how the changes have worked 
out. What would these men do if 
they had to do it all over again? Get 
the benefit of their suggestions. Usu- 
ally they will be glad to help you. 

Sooner or later, if you have not 
already modernized, the problem of 
modernization will confront you. So 
why not begin now to gather data 
on this problem and think of how you 
will solve the various merchandising 
and service problems incident to your 
business? The study will be worth-

Help Farmers 
with Battle 
of Costs

"Tt is generally an impor- 
tant battle going on in every 
section of the nation where 
farming operations are carried out, 
says Charles Gayton, owner of Gay- 
ton’s Mill, Rockton, Ill. This is the 
battle of costs 

Most farmers, Mr. Gayton reports, 
are tackling better cost control, as 
well as higher production, and it is 
the feed dealer's job to help the 
farmer as mich as he can to gain 
both objectives 

Mr. Gayton explains that sales of 
complete feeds may decline somewhat 
when farmers are out to cut costs, 
while the sale of concentrates may 


reflects quite accurately the farmer's 
desire and determination to see what 
he can do to lower his costs by in- 
corporatiing as much of his own 
grain as possible into the feeding 
program 

“There is no use for a feed dealer 
to buck this sort of condition,” states 
Mr. Gayton, “when farmers are de- 
termined to try it for a while. How- 
ever, when a farmer starts switch- 
ing his program along these lines, I 
emphasize one point to him: Be sure 
to have a balanced feeding program 
We hammer this home whenever we } 
get the chance. I believe this shows 
the farmer we are not stubbornly 
trying to convert him to a complete 
feed schedule but are anxious to help 
him in any reasonable way to achieve 
his goal. This program wins lots of 
friends.” 

Mr. Gayton often has heart-to- 
heart talks with farmers who come 
and ask his advice concerning revi- 
sion of feed programs. One of the

“Every community has a different 
type of farmer,” says Mr. Gayton, 
“and rather than try to convert all 
of them to my way of doing things 
I first gain their confidence, try to 
help them carry out their feed ideas 
at the same time giving them the 
benefit of my own experience. Sooner 
or later, both of us have worked out 
a better, more productive feeding 
program, with customers being much 
more satisfied in the longe run.’ 
Mr. Gayton has been in the feed 
business more than 30 years and has 
accumulated a lot of valuable feed 
experience during that time. This ex- 





perience proves very valuable, he 
states, when it comes to helping 
farmers 


“I always take the time to talk 
to farmers about their problems, if 
they show a willingness to discuss 
them,” declares Mr. Gayton. “I think 
this is one of the best ways to use 
sales promotion that a dealer can 
employ.

SIOUX FALLS, 8.D.—P. J. Olson. 
University of Manitoba, reported at |

You need not always get a bizarre 
striking idea, however, Mr. Feed 
Dealer. Sometimes the simple ideas 
work well if they are only tried in 
the right manner 

One retailer attended a display 
course, and the instructor kept ham- 
mering home the importance of signs 
that “talk.” He said that, instead of 
merely price-tagging signs, the dea)- 
ers should add one sentence or phrase 
of “talking” copy 

The retailer tried this idea, and 
he says that on some counters he got 


| @ 100% or more increase in business 


as a result. Why don't you look over 
your displayed stock, Mr. Feed Deal- 
er, and spot at least 10 places where 
you could place neat “talking signs 
explaining some striking, important 
feature of the product displayed? It 
will boost your sales at little cost 
‘Up to 10 more eggs per bag of 


feed if you follow our approved feed- 


ing program on this type of feed.’ 
That is a sign which might cause 
many a poultryman to stop, think 
and ask questions and then buy 
That's a type of talking sign which 
can be used to snare extra attention 

One retailer who injected some 
showmanship into his merchandising 
at little cost found that it 
increased his store traffic and sales 
onsiderably He arranged some 
early bird” special buys for slow 
days during the week, putting then 
nto effect at certain hours and tak 
ng them off the list at the expiration 
time Much to 


program 


f the sale every day 





this dealer's delight, he found 
folks responded to such sales bait, 
often going out of their way to get 
to the store in time to take advan- 
tage of early bird specials. If you 
want to spread your store traffic over 
otherwise quiet hours, try this idea 
It might also be a useful idea to get 
rid of “cat and dog” items at «a 
lowered price. 

Is the penny important? It certain- 
ly is. One merchant pasted 100 brand 
new pennies against the glass of his 
main display window with a sign 
which read that if folks saved one 
penny each time they came into his 
store to buy a certain item, it would 
amount to 100 bright new pennies 
eventually and that was a sum which 
anyone would think of saving 

When you urge farmers to feed 
better so that their laying hens will 
produce more profit, you can use 
this penny idea, too, to represent how 
much $1 in terms of pennies really 
is. In fact, in farm families in some 
areas, $1 in new pennies might han- 
die the family’s Sunday school col 
lection problem for quite some time 


The Oredit Problem 


If you are selling on credit, you'll 
be interested to know how one smart 
retailer handled his problem. When- 
ever customers applied for credit, 
he asked them to list their doctors 
and dentists. Then the merchant 
phones these professional men to ask 
if the credit applicants have the 
habit of paying their bills 

He operated on the theory that 
usually folks pay doctors and dentists 
last, and if his credit applicants paid 
their doctors and dentists regularly, 
he figured they would be mighty good 
credit risks. This merchant's hunch 
has paid off in a very low rate of 
credit loss. 

Do not be afraid to try a simple 
fundamental merchandising stunt 
Mr. Feed Dealer. It need not be new 
or startling. Suppose you have never 
tried an extensive direct mail cam- 
paign before. You owe it to your 
business to find out for yourself how 
such a campaign works for you. Start 
such a campaign sometime, and give 
it time to produce. One retailer who 
did this discovered that it increased 
his business 70% within one year 
It may not give you the same rate 
of increase, but you never 
til you try it. Even if you

Court Upholds Mill Position in 


Country Elevator Wage Ruling 


ST. LOUIS—Fiour Millis of Amer- 
ica, Inc.. has won the first test in a 
fight to obtain the appropriate agri- 
cultural exemptions for country ele- 
vator employees of a flour milling 
company under the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act. 

Judge George H. Moore of the fed- 
eral court for the eastern district of 
Missouri in St. Louis, has informed 
attorneys for the milling company 
that he w.il rule in their favor in the 
suit brought against the milling com- 
pany by the federal wage and hour 
administrator. 

William R. McComb, administrator 
of the wage and hour division, De- 
partment of Labor, last May brought 
an injunction suit against Flour Mills 
of America for the purpose of requir- 
ing the milling firm to deal with the 
employees of its country elevators as 
if they were subject to the Fair La- 
bor Standards Act 

It was conceded by the government 
that all of the country elevators in- 
volved in the litigation were located 
within the areas of production as de- 
fined by the law. The administrator 
contended, however, that the em- 
ployees were not exempt becaus¢ 
they were not engaged in the han- 
dling of agricultural commodities for 
market but for processing in the 
company’s flour mill in St. Louis. In 
effect the government contended that 
the country elevators were merely 
antennae of the flour mill and that 
the employees there were truly en- 
gaged in the processing of the com- 
modities and hence subject to the act 

Judge Moore said of this conten- 
tion: “On examination of the record 
the stipulation of facts and the ap- 
plicable authorities, it appears to the 
court that the defendant's employees 
in its country elevators are, in their 
duties in handling and storing wheat 
and loading it for shipment, within 
Section 13 (a) (10) of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act exempting employees 
‘engaged in handling, packing, stor- 
ing, ginning, compressing, pasteuriz- 
ing, drying, preparing in their raw 
or natural state, or canning of agri- 
cultural or horticultural commodi- 
ties for market,’ even though most 
of the wheat received by these coun- 
try elevators is shipped to the de- 
fendant'’s terminal elevator in St 
Louis and is processed and manu- 
factured in the defendant's St. Louis 
mill.” 

Commenting on the decision, Edgar 
Shook, attorney for the milling com- 
pany said: “The question involved in 
the case has had little consideration 
by the courts. We have felt that the 
employees at country elevators locat- 
ed within the area of production are 
exempt, and it has been our opinion 
that the legislative history of the act 
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NEW JERSEY 
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and especially of the exemptions as 
set forth in the Congressional Rec- 
ord, sustained that view. Some of 
the administrative interpretations of 
the act have. we believe, supported 
the defendant's position. Whatever 
may be the ultimate outcome, it is 
good to have the decision of an able 
judge like Judge Moore in favor of 
the exemption of country elevator 
employees.” 

The point at issue is of major im- 
portance to a large number of flour 
milling companies which operate 
country elevators. If the government 
contention were to prevail it would 
mean a great readjustment in time 
and wage schedules of these elevators 
and would put these wheat collec- 
tion points at substantial disadvan- 
tage compared with non-mill coun 
try stations.

British 
purchases consisted of grain, poultry 
and bacon valued at $16 million a

There are rumors in semi-official 
quarters which suggest that Russia 
and Britain will sign a five-year trade 
pact within the next few weeks. Cur- 
rently, trade between the two coun- 
tries is on a year-to-year basis. Brit- 
ain is expected to receive wheat and

WASHINGTON — The number of 
sheep and lambs on feed for market 
in the US. Jan. 1 this year was 7% 
less than last year, the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics has reported 
The number is estimated to be 3,733,- 
000 head, or 270,000 head less than 
last year and the smallest number 
on feed since 1922. A few states show 
increases over last year, but most 
states are down with substantial re- 
ductions noted in -some states, par- 
ticularly in the West. 

In the 11 Corn Belt states, the es- 
timated number on feed Jan. 1 is 
2,384,000 head, a decrease of 84,000 
head or 3% from last year. Exclud- 
ing Kansas, lamb feeding in’ the re- 
maining Corn Belt states is down 9% 





from last year. Lamb feeding in the 
Corn Belt presents a somewhat un- |

usual pattern this year. Corn Beit 
states showing increased lamb feed- 
ing this year are as follows: Wiscon- 
sin, up 31%; Kansas, up 28%; Ili-

The nurpber of lambs on feed in 
Ohio and South Dakota is the same 
as last year, while decreases are 
shown as follows: Iowa, down 10% 
Missouri, down 15%; Nebraska, 
down 24%, and Indiana down 25% 
In New York the number of lambs 
on feed is 20% below last year 

Shipments of sheep and lambs into 
the 11 Corn Belt states for the 
months July-December were 5% 
below the same months in 1948. In- 
shipments during December were 
41% below 1948 and the lowest figure 
for the month on record starting in 


1839. Inshipments were relatively 
early last year, and in the eight 
Corn Belt states for which complete 
records are available, both from 
public stockyards and direct, there 
is a marked shift from 188 in 
the pattern of the feeder lamb move- 
ment. 

During the period July-September, 
4% of the inshipments were re- 
ceived, compared with 43% last year 
In the period October-December, 46% 
were received, compared with 57% « 
year ago 

The number of lambs on feed in 
wheat pasture areas of the Great 
Plains is larger than in 1948 In 
Kansas, the number of lambs on 
wheat pastures Jan. 1 was estimated 
to be about 394,000 head compared 
with 202,000 head in 1948. Although 
larger in 1949, the number on Kan- 
sas wheat pastures is still substan- 
tially below the estimated 900,000 
head pastured three years ago. The 
supply of feeder lambs has been an

In the West, Colorado shows «a 
small increase over last year, while 
in California lamb feeding is down 
16%. Nearly all of the increase in 
Colorado lamb feeding occusred in 
the irrigated areas of northern Colo- 
rado. The Arkansas Valley shows a 
marked reduction. Lamb feeding in 
California is sharply reduced with 
the Palo Verde Valley showing most 
of the the reduction. The Imperial 
Valley and northern California show 
about the same number on feed this 
year as last. Lamb feeding in the 
North Platte Valley of Nebraska and 
Wyoming is slightly larger than last 
year but still considerably below that 
of previous years. Of the remaining 
western states, only Oregon has more 
lambs on feed this year than last 
while in some of the remaining west- 
ern states reductions are substantia!

Weather to January | was very fa- 
vorable for lamb feeding and gains 
have been good. In the Southwest, 
wheat pastures have supplied abun- 
dant feed and there has been very 
little shifting of lambs such as oc 
curred last year due to heavy win 
ter storms, although lack of moisture 
was limiting pasture in some areas 
Feed supplies in the Corn Belt and 
West are abundant except in a few 
local areas. Feeder lambs came off 
the ranges during the past fall at 
heavier weights than usual

PMA Continues 
Indifferent to 
Grain Buying 

WASHINGTON — Indifference of 
the Production and Marketing’ Ad- 
ministration to purchases of grains 
was registered again last week, with 
official reports showing wheat and 
flour purchases amounting to only 
477,010 bu. Of this 115,010 bu. repre- 
sented flour requirements for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration ac- 
counts 

Procurement of rye amounted to 
only 52,548 bu. reflecting a PMA 
policy to buy only sufficient rye to 
keep this market somewhere near 
the loan level. The PMA has no in- 
tention of acting vigorously in the 
rye market, according to government 
spokesmen. 

The wheat last week was 
through the Portland office. Because 
of a flour contract cancellation, 1,519 
bu. was deducted from last week's 
report.

Argentina Places 
Embargo on

Argentina has placed an embargo 
on exports of millfeed, according to 
trade reports from the East. The 
embargo is said to halt further sales 
for export, although delivery will be 
permitted through April on transac- 
tions already completed.

$10 ton below domestic millfeeds, 
have been a depressing influence on 
price levels.

Committee on Foreign Farm Trade 
Submits First Report to USDA 


WASHINGTON—The foreign agri- 
cultural trade policy advisory com- 
mittee, which concluded its first meet- 
ing here Jan. 6, has submitted to 
Charlies F. Brannan, secretary of ag- 
riculture, a list of seven areas which, 
according to the committee, requires 
full exploration before specific policy 
recommendations are made. In sub- 
mitting this first report the commit- 
tee stressed the magnitude of the 
foreign trade problem and the need 
for detailed study by both govern- 
ment and trade groups. 

Edward J. Grimes, vice president, 
Cargill, Inc., Minneapolis, is chairman 
of the committee. 

The committee, which was named 
recently to advise the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on foreign agri- 
cultural trade policies, will hold its 
second meeting March 17-18. The re- 
port follows: . 

The committee views the following 
as areas which require exploration in 
the development of a satisfactory for- 
eign trade policy for agriculture: 


Areas of Research 


1. It is fundamental that imports 
must be expanded if we are to retain 
our export market; so ways of achiev- 
ing this end should be studied care- 
fully. 

2. Adjustments in trade barriers, 
including administrative regulations 
and procedures here and abroad 
should be made 

3. While stockpiling of strategic 
materials should be guided by na- 
tional security, its operations should 
seek in every way possible to con- 
tribute to a restoration of long-run 
trading. 

Stockpiling of strategic materials 
essential to national safety can be 
useful in the short run in helping 
bridge the gap in restoring world 
trade. The basic objective of stock- 
piling should be that of national se- 
curity. It should not be employed to 
raise or maintain prices or create ar- 
tificial scarcity. However, the admin- 
istration of such a program should 
constantly endeavor to have it con- 
tribute to genuine trade recovery and 
expansion. 

4. Reestablishment of interchange- 
ability of currencies is essential to in- 
ternational trade and ways of its at- 
tainment need to be found. 

5. The problem of blocked sterling 
is an important obstacle in trade. It 
is the opinion of the committee that 
a long-run and realistic settlement 
of the problem posed by those ster- 
ling balances is essential to a resto- 
ration of currency convertibility and 
of multilateral nondiscriminatory 
trade, and should not be delayed 

Sterling Balances 

At present, India, Egypt and a num- 
ber of other countries are holding a 
total of about $8 billion in sterling 
balances. Use of these balances con- 
stitutes a major drain on Britain's 
material resources and impedes the 
shift of such resources to the develop- 
ment and expansion of export indus- 
tries needed to reduce its trade defi- 
cit with the dollar area. On the other 
hand, the economies of the countries 
holding those sterling balances have 
become geared to receiving large un- 
requited imports from Britain and 
the US., and relying in the case of 
the latter on British dollar releases 
yp nominally come from the dol- 

lar pool of the sterling area, but in
